This  time  for 
a  brilliant  win  in  the  Slalom  Kayak 
Championship  for  our  State.  Allan,  as 
most  members  know,  was  an  Olympic 
C»ames  representative  in  1956  and  1960. 

File  Slalom  Kayak  event  is  conducted 
over  “white”  water  on  a  very  fast-flowing 
river,  and  various  “gates”  must  be  nego¬ 
tiated  throughout  the  course.  1  hese  are 
situated  at  difficult  sections  in  the  river, 
and  points  are  deducted  for  “gates” 
missed,  hit  or  crashed.  These  points  are 
then  calculated  in  conjunction  with  an 
overall  time  score  for  the  course.  As  an 
indication,  handling  skill  is  much  more 
important  in  these  events  than  sheer 
speed.  Allan's  time  for  the  course  was 
only  fifth  fastest,  yet  his  handling  of  his 
kayak  through  the  various  obstacles  was 
so  skilful  that  he  registered  the  best 
point  score  over  the  both  days  on  which 
the  event  was  run. 

Slalom  canoe  racing,  incidentally,  is  a 
very  big  spectator  sport  overseas,  and 
enthusiasts  here  hope  that  it  will  gain 
more  and  more  adherents  in  the  near 
future. 

Hearty  congratulations,  Allan.  It  is  in 
deed  good  to  see  a  “veteran”  still  active 
in  his  sport  when  nowadays  it  seems  to 
be  the  thing  for  stars  in  many  sports  to 
retire  at  a  very  early  age.

Gemstone,  favourite  at  5/4,  won  by  only  half  a  head  in  a  photo  pnish  jrorn  the  16/1  chance 
Royal  Pomp,  and  the  great  majority  of  the  25,500  who  saw  the  Cup  had  to  await  the  photo  finish 
to  be  sure  of  the  result. 

In  the  Carrington,  it  was  gratifying  to  see  three  TattersalVs  Club  mernbers  ivho  had  done 
great  service  to  the  racing  industry  ivin  the  Club’s  chief  sprint  race. 

They  were  Mr.  Harry  Tancred  and  Mr.  Will  Longworth.  With  his  wife,  Mr.  Tancred  shared 
in  ownership  of  Endure. 

The  third  ivas  Maurice  McCarten,  who,  as  jockey  and  trainer,  has  toon  three  Carringtofis. 

All  have  outstanding  records  on  the  turf. 

Because  of  a  slight  injury  whilst  train¬ 
ing,  Gemstone’s  preparation  for  the  Cup 
had  been  stopped,  and  he  had  not  raced 
since  winning  the  Twilight  Handicap  on 
December  7  at  Randwick,  His  admirers 
feared  that  the  stoppage  was  about  to 
interfere  with  his  linishing  effort  at  the 
end  of  a  mile  and  a  half.

Gemstone  is  raced  by  a  popular  Club 
member,  Mr.  Alan  Morrisby,  who  began 
as  a  Brisbane,  then  a  Sydney  trainer,  but 
dropped  out  of  that  profession  to  enter 
flat-building  enterprises  around  Sydney. 

Then  he  became  a  racehorse  owner 
with  H.  A.  Sampson  as  his  trainer,  and 
he  has  made  a  complete  success  of  this 
new  turf  angle,  too.

Mr.  Morrisby  had  plenty  of  racing  suc¬ 
cess  as  a  trainer,  with  perhaps  Sir  Neith, 
the  1943  Villiers  winner,  his  best  result. 
An  unusual  business  process  advanced  his 
progress  from  racing  stables  to  Mudgee 
beer  distribution,  thence  to  flat-building. 

He  joined  Tattersall's  Club  in  July, 
1942. 

He  paid  900  guineas  for  Gemstone  at 
the  yearing  sales. 

rhe  Cup  was  a  peculiarly  slowly  run 
race.  For  the  hrst  three  furlongs  the  time 
was  slower  than  even  time — 15  seconds  to 
the  furlong. 

Apprentice  Hillary  Cope  woke  up  to 
the  situation  early  to  get  his  mount, 
Royal  Pomp,  to  the  front  and  to  slow 
down  opponents.  This  shrewd  plan  al¬ 
most  brought  Cup  success. 

Gemstone  lay  about  fifth  most  of  the 
way  while  these  slow-down  tactics  oper¬ 
ated.  But  when  Ray  Selkrig  hurried  him 
along  from  the  three  furlongs,  the 
favourite  quickly  made  ground.  He  got  a 
saloon  passage,  but,  to  the  surprise  of 
spectators,  he  took  a  long  time  to  chal¬ 
lenge  Royal  Pomp.  He  caught  him  half 
a  furlong  from  home,  but  Royal  Pomp 
fought  on  with  such  determination  that 
backers  of  the  favourite  became  alarmed 
about  the  result. 

However,  Gemstone  did  the  job  like 
the  thoroughbred  he  had  shown  himself 
in  all  his  races  over  a  distance. 

Keen  judges  of  a  thoroughbred  are 
looking  ahead  to  a  Sydney  Cup  chance 
for  Gemstone.  He  has  won  hve  races,  all 
at  Randwick,  over  distances  from  a  mile 
to  a  mile  and  a  half.  He  is  easily  the  best 
of  imported  English  stallion  Brimstone’s 
stock  since  Baystone,  winner  of  the  1957 
Melbourne  Cup. 

The  field  for  the  Carrington  was  be¬ 
lieved  to  be  the  best  assembled  for  a 
long  time,  and  brought  all  our  best  sum¬ 
mer  sprinters  into  opposition.  It  was  con¬ 
sidered  a  very  difficult  race  to  win. 


But  Endure  surprised  many  keen  critics 
by  leading  from  a  few  strides  after  the 
start.  In  fact,  her  superior  speed  so  de¬ 
moralised  all  opponents  that  she  never 
looked  a  loser. 

Endure,  with  a  record  of  six  previous 
wins,  put  up  a  fine  performance  in  mak¬ 
ing  the  Carrington  her  seventh.  Her 
earlier  wins  included,  as  a  two-year-old, 
the  Gimcrack  Stakes  at  Randwick  and 
the  Debutante  at  Caulfield.  Her  best 
prior  to  Saturday  was  a  Randwick  Twi 
light  Handicap  win  on  November  30  over 
six  furlongs  in  l-9t.  Believing  that  she 
liked  Randwick  best  of  all  courses,  many 
admirers  backed  her  for  the  race  at  4/1 
and  9/2. 


Part-owner  Mr.  I'ancred’s  tenacity  and 
shrewd  planning  as  Chairman  played  a 
big  part  in  raising  the  Sydney  Turf  Club 
to  its  high  standard  of  two-course  control. 

Mr.  Longworth,  Endure’s  other  part- 
owner,  took  over  when  ill-health  moved 
Mr.  Tancred  to  resign  chairmanship. 

As  breeder  and  enthusiastic  but  keen 
buyer  of  bloodstock,  Mr.  Longworth  has 
been  a  pillar  of  the  turf  for  a  very  long 
time. 

It  was  pleasing  to  see  Mr.  Tancred’s 
health  improved  to  the  extent  that  he 
was  able  to  attend  and  see  his  mare. 
Endure,  win  in  excellent  style.

Mr.  I.ongworth  has  been  a  member  of 
Tattersall’s  since  August,  1914. 

Mr.  Tancred  joined  when  he  settled  in 
Sydney  in  June,  1938. 

Mr.  Maurice  McCarten  took  up  mem¬ 
bership  as  soon  as  he  changed  his  A.J.C. 
licence  from  race  riding  to  the  training 
of  horses  in  June,  1942. 

Mr.  Tancred  was  an  international  foot¬ 
baller  for  New  Zealand.  Moving  to  Aus¬ 
tralia,  he  established  an  extensive  carcass 
butchering  business,  and  later  in  the 
pioneering  of  killing  centres  throughout 
the  country.  His  sound  knowledge  of  the 
trade  earned  a  position  on  the  Meat 
Board. 

As  a  swimmer  Mr.  Longworth  won 
many  Australian  titles,  and  represented 
Australia  in  the  1912  Olympics.  In  his 
youth  he  was  also  a  champion  at  bil¬ 
liards  and  snooker,  and  held  the  Amateur 
Championship  at  billiards. 

Maurice  McCarten  won  the  Carrington 
as  a  race  jockey  on  Pavilion  in  1930  and 
Vista  in  1935.  As  trainer  he  has  been 
successful  with  Huntly  in  1958  and  with 
Endure  for  1960. 

She  is  by  Star  Kingdom  from  Persist, 
and  has  all  the  speed  of  members  of  the 
Star  Kingdom  breed,  but  none  of  the 
stamina  of  her  mother,  Persist.  Persist, 
trained  by  Club  member  Bill  Kelso,  won 
the  Adrian  Knox,  Summer  Cup,  Anniver¬ 
sary,  Q.T.C.  Metropolitan,  and  O’Shea 
Stakes  weight  for  age.  She  earned 
£18,221  in  stakes.  She  was  a  fine,  hand¬ 
some,  big  mare,  and  Endure  has  in¬ 
herited  her  good  looks. 

Gay  Port  was  a  heavily  backed  favour¬ 
ite  for  the  Carrington  to  start  at  11/4, 
but  simply  failed  to  match  Endure’s 
speed,  and  he  finished  only  sixth.  It  was 
left  to  another  Club  member,  Reg 
Harris,  to  run  second  at  16/1  to  Endure, 
with  Ulola,  whom  he  trains.

Running  side  puts  extra  run  on  the 
cue  ball,  and  a  player  must  make  some 
allowance  in  the  strength  of  the  stroke. 

Using  the  Rest  or  Spider 

Practice  using  both.  Don’t  be  a  “Can’t 
use  a  rest”  player.  Never  use  power  when 
playing  a  shot  with  the  spider.  The 
stroking  is  down  on  the  cue  ball,  and 
any  use  of  strength  will  make  it  swerve.
